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an immediate hazard, then said driver, having so yielded and having
given a signal when and as required by this chapter, may make such
left turn.

CHAPTER 218
METAL TRACK VEHICLES
H. F. 220

AN ACT relating to the operation of metal tracked and metal tired vehicles on streets

and roads.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred twenty-one point four hundred
forty-one (821.441), Code 1973, is amended to read as follows:

321.441 Metal tires prohibited. No person shall operate or move
on ex¥ a paved highway any motor vehicle, trailer, or semitrailer
having any metal tire or metal track in contact with the roadway.

SEC. 2. Section three hundred twenty-one point four hundred
forty-three (321.443), Code 1973, is amended to read as follows:

321.443 Exceptions. The state highway commission and local au-
thorities in their respective jurisdictions shall review anwu application
for a special permit and may, in their diseretion with good cause being
shown, issue special permits authorizing the operation upon a highway
of traction engines or tractors having movable tracks with transverse
corrugations upon the periphery of such movable tracks or farm trac-
tors or other farm machinery, the operation of which upon a highway
would otherwise be prohibited under this chapter.
